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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 
The title should reflect the claimed method. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Enlow et 
al., USP 6,547,912. 

The cited reference teaches the claimed method of first forming a film and then 
using the film in an injection molding procedure. The detailed steps include forming a 
thermoplastic film by providing a polyester carrier sheet 12, coating the carrier sheet 
with a fluoropolymer clear coat film 10, and providing a fluoropolymer color coat onto 
the clear coat film layer to form a paint coated carrier 36. The paint-coated carrier 36 is 
laminated to a polycarbonate backing sheet 40, and the carrier sheet is removed (claim 
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4). The paint-coated backing sheet is thermoformed in a vacuum mold, cut and 
trimmed, and placed into a cavity of an injection with the backing sheet facing the resin 
material. After removal of the polyester carrier layer, the paint coated backing sheet 
comprises a fluoropolymer layer laminated to a polycarbonate backing layer (claim 3). 
A polycarbonate resin is injection molded (claim 2) against the exposed surface of the 
laminate to form the molded article. See figures 1-6, 10-11; col. 7, lines 64-67; col. 8, 
lines 1-10, 20-25, 60-67; col. 9, lines 48-67; col. 11, lines 60-65; col. 12, lines 1-5, 18- 
21,47-60; col. 13, lines 11-29.
